In some embodiments, it may also be useful to store attribute value 
information in a more permanent fashion than a temporary cache. For example, it 
may be useful for the characterization module to keep a log of all attribute values 
received and sent, or of all interactions with context clients and context servers. 
Alternately, it may be useful to record the current values of some or all of the 
attributes and attribute instances at the same time, such as to capture a complete 
model of the current context.
